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EXPIATION. 
Mrs. and Mr. P otts M eet Their D eath at 
the Scaftold. 
E lk o iN ev .), June 2 0 th .—Elko has been 
in a g reat state of excitement all day. 
Crowds of people poured into town from 
all d irectio n s. 
It was absolutely impossible to interview 
Potts the past forty-eight hours, and up to 
the execution the death-watch was vigilant 
and all newspaper maneuvers proved 
fruitless. The spiritual adviser, Dr. Porter, 
was the only one admitted. He claims 
that within the pest hour and a half the 
Potts have experienced a great change of 
heart and accepted Christian salvation. 
Mrs. Potts suddenly became docile and re­ 
signed, who never was in church but'on 
the day of her marriage. 
THE DEATH WARRANT READ. 
At 10:30 o’clock this morning the Sheriff 
lead the death warrants to Josiah and 
Elizabeth Potts. The reading of the war­ 
rants took place in the doorway of the lat­ 
ticed ceil which Josiah has occupied for so 
long a period. He stood in a most de­ 
spondent attitude, with his head bowed 
down against the iron bars and never once 
duriug the reading of the warrant did he 
lift his head or eyes. 
H.s wife stood erect, clad in a neat, soft, 
muslin suit, draped in black, with a bright, 
red rose iu her bodice. She was pale, but 
had a most determined aspect in every 
feature of her countenance. During the 
reading of her own warrant only once did 
she show any emotion whatever, and then 
she convulsively clutched her throat. 
When her husband’s warrant was being 
read and the words “hanged by the neck 
till you are dead’’ were reached, she gave 
a hysterical gasp and seemed to exhibit 
much feeling. 
The reading of the warrants was finished 
at twenty miuutes to 11 o'clock, and both 
the condemned emerged from the living 
tomb in which they have been engulfed for 
eightec-n long months, and proceeded out 
of the side door to the yard between the 
Court-house and the jail in which the 
scaffold had been erected. During the 
reading of the warrants, and evidently ow­ 
ing to the intense nervous strain on every 
one, the Deputy Sheriff was so overcome 
that he had to call for a glass of water. 
At the conclusion of the reading Mrs. 
Potis earnestly ejaculated: “I am innocent, 
and God knows it!” and Josiah Potts re­ 
iterated, “God knows we are innocent!” 
ON THE SCAFFOLD. 
The mournful procession led the way 
through the fateful side door, and. with "a 
bravery unexpected by the sixty odd specta­ 
tors, they seated themselves on stools pro­ 
vided on the scaffold, while the deputies 
speedily proceeded to bind them with the 
leather straps, Mrs. Potts helping to adjust 
them herself, and Potts sitting in all stolid­ 
ity- 
. 
\V hen everything had been properiy ad­ 
justed they were directed to rise, and all of 
the attendants shook bands with both of 
the vic.ims of the law's inexorable de­ 
mands. As they stood after shaking their 
hand, the last attendant held the strap at­ 
tached to Mrs. Potts’ manacled wrists, and 
Potts made several most earnest endeavors 
to clasp the hand of his wife without ac­ 
complishing it. 
Finally a touch on her wrist caused her 
to turn her eyes toward his, and the mute 
appeal of the love between them that one 
or the other is dying on account of the 
partner's transgressions caused their lips 
to meet in an almost spontaneous embrace. 
As the rope was stretched around Mrs. 
Potts’ neck she clasped her hands together, 
and lifted her eyes toward her last earthly 
sky, exclaiming, “God help me, I am inno­ 
cent.” Like a voice from a Memphian 
Sphinx, her husband reiterated in a hol­ 
low tone, “God knows we are innocent." 
THE DROP FALLS. 
As the black caps were drawn over their 
heads, shutting out their last light of day, 
the solemn words of the clergyman, who 
had remained with them to the last, broke 
the silence, “Put your trust in God and he 
wilt see you righted,’’ and then the drop 
fell. Instantaneously Mrs. Potts was a 
corpse. Her heavy weight and flaccid flesh 
caused a rupture of the carotid artery, and 
a stream of blood as large as a lead-pencil 
burst forth from under the chin of the 
hanged woman, Btaining her white rai­ 
ment. and dropping in flakes of clots on 
the soil beneath the scaffold. 
To the great surprise of all who had seen 
Potts and his emaciated condition his vi­ 
tality was very strong, it being a fraction 
over fourteen minutes as counted by an 
Associated Press reporter by the watch 
before life was pronounced extinct by Drs. 
Meiggs and Petty. 
At 11:08 the body of Mrs. Potts was cut 
down, when it was seen that her excessive 
weight on the 5J foot drop had almost dis­ 
severed the head from the trunk, the rear 
neck muscles alone supporting the con­ 
nection. 
About nine minutes later Josiah rott9‘ 
body was cut down, and >he body of him­ 
self and the wife, to whom he was devoted 
in the absence of any claiming friends, 
were deposited in the Potter's Field of 
Elko graveyard half an hour later. 
After the interment of the bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Potts, District Attorney Love, 
accompanied by an Associated Press re­ 
porter, placed in the same Potter's field all 
the mortal remains of the murdered Faw­ 
cett. known to exist above earth. The box 
of hones have lain in the District Attor­ 
ney's office at the Court-house from the 
time when he first started the search for 
the criminals. 
THE CRIME. 
The crime was a peculiarly atrocious 
one. the motive being mercenary, coupled 
with a fear upon the part of Mrs. Potts 
that Fawcett might give information of 
another murder of which he had hinted 
that she was gnilty. but of the circum 
stances attending which nothing is known. 
Josiah Potts is 48 years of age. and his 
wife, Elizabeth, is 43. Both are natives of 
Manchester, England. They have been 
confined in the Elko County Jail since 
January. 1889, for the murder of Miles 
Fawcett at Carlin, ou the 1st of Jjinuary, 
1888 
. 
The Potts family formerly lived in Sac­ 
ramento, where Potts followed the occupa­ 
tion of machinist in the Centra! Pacific 
Railroad shops. Upon tbeir removal to 
Carlin he went to work in the railroad 
shops there. Prior to the murder be bore 
an excellent reputation, being a man of 
quiet demeanor, sober habits and of a gen­ 
erous disposition ,*and won the esteem of 
the whole community. His wife was uni­ 
versally disliked, as she was disagreeable, 
quarrelsome and boisterous and frequently 
intoxicated. 
Miles Fawcett, the murdered man, was 
about 70 years of age. He lived on his 
ranch, in the vicinity of Maggie creek, a 
few miles from Carlin, where he had a 
few horses and cattle, the implements 
necessary to run the ranch and several 
hundred dollars. He was a bachelor and 
had lew associates except the Potts, whom 
be had 'known before he went to live in 
Carlin, and with whom he was very inti­ 
mate. 
Mrs. Potts did his washing and baking, 
for which she admits she was always 
liberally paid. 
He loaned the couple 
several* hundred dollars. When it came 


due he asked for it. Mrs. Potts refused to 
pay it and quarreled with her creditor, so 
that he ceased to visit their house, but per­ 
sistently endeavored to collect the amount 
due him. 
On the 1st day of January, 1888, he went 
to Carlin to settle some accounts and col­ 
lect moneys due him, including that which 
the Potts owed him. 
He had a few hundred dollars on his 
person at that time. He asked a Mr. Lime- 
burger to accompany him to the Potts res­ 
idence. 
He showed Limeburger $200 
which he held in his hand, and remarked 
about the Potts: 
“I will make them pay it or tell some­ 
thing on her that will hang her.” 
Limeburger accompanied Fawcett to the 
Potts residence. There they found Potts 
and his wife, their son Charley, who was 
about 17 years of age at the time, and their 
little daughter Edith, then 5 years old. 
The family were enjoying New Year's 
Eve, and Mrs. Potts was somewhat intoxi­ 
cated. They had on abundance of whisky, 
and invited Limeburger and Fawcett to 
partake. Fawcett accepted, but Limebur­ 
ger declined, but finally consented to take 
one glass, afier which he bade them good­ 
night, leaving Fawcett there to settle his 
business. 
CONCEALING THE TRAGEDY. 
W hat happened after that is only known 
from circumstantial evidence and the con­ 
tradictory stories of the Potts. 
The day following Potts and his son 
Charley gave out that Fawcett had settled 
up his business, giving Mrs. Potts a bill of 
sale for all his property, and that he had 
departed for parts unknown. 
The next day Mrs. Potts told her neigh­ 
bors that she was going East to visit rela­ 
tives, and departed on the train that even­ 
ing, going as far as Elko, where she pro­ 
cured a ticket for San Francisco and 
boarded the West-bound train. 
About two months afterward she re­ 
turned to Carlin. On the 28;h of Septem­ 
ber, 1888, the Potts sold out their property 
in Carlin, including that which had be­ 
longed to Fawcett, for which they had a 
forged bill of sale, and removed to Rock 
Springs, Wy. T., where Potts obtained a 
situation as machinist with a mining com­ 
pany, and where his good habits and supe­ 
rior skill soon raised him to the position 
ot foreman. 
In January, 1889, the house formerly oc­ 
cupied by the Potts was rented to a family 
named Brewer. The house had two dug- 
out cellars. The roof caved in, and in re­ 
moving the debris in one of them the 
Brewers found the body of Miles Fawcett 
buried about a foot deep in the top of the 
side wall, next the roof, the new and loose 
earth being covered over with straw. The 
body was horribly mutilated, the skull be­ 
ing crushed and partly burned, as were 
other portions of the body, and the limbs 
were severed from the body. 
Medical experts proved that the man 
had not been shot, and circumstantial evi­ 
dence went to show that Mrs. Potts struck 
Fawcett with an ax on the back of the 
head as he was lying in bed. 
The SlcComb Afl'air. 
S a n F ran cisco, June 20ih.—The Mc- 
Comb embroglio develops considerable 
mystery, owing to the reticence of the 
State Prison Commissioners, who adhere 
to their original statement that the resig­ 
nation of McComb has not been requested, 
and has not yet been offered. As to the 
determination of the Directors in regard to 
the Warden of San Quentin Prison, they 
are equally ambiguous, and they positively 
decline to express themselves on the sub­ 
ject. If impressions go for anything, it 
would seem that the minds of the State 
Prison Commissioners had been fully made 
up that Mr. McComb will have to s'ep 
down and out some time in the near future.

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SENSATIONAL CHARGES. 
Fair 
An A lleged Steal ou the W orld’s 
Site Exposed. 
C h ica g o , June 20th.—A sensational 
charge is attributed to Warren Leland, pro­ 
prietor of the Leland Hotel, in an inter­ 
view puolished in an evening paper. The 
ownership of Lake Front Park, 1 000 feet 
wide aDd nearly a mile long, between 
Michigan avenue and the lake shore, has 
long been in dispute. The riparian rights 
is the bone of contention and claim is laid 
to it by the State of Illinois, the city of 
Chicago and the Illinois Central Railroad 
Company. Leland, as owner of the prop­ 
erty abutting on this park, has been fight­ 
ing all encroachments thereon, and has de­ 
clared his intention to fight the location of 
the World’s Fair upon it, negotiations to 
which end have been in progress between 
the Directors and the Illinois Central Rail­ 
way.In the interview to-day Leland is quoted 
as saying that a year ago a bribe of $1 000,­ 
000 was offered him to cease his warfare in 
behalf of the preservation of Lake-front 
Park. “And yet,'’ he added, “there are 
those who believe I aui fighting a phantom, 
and who ridicule the idea of there being a 
steal on foot. Why there has been a steal 
on foot beside which the operations of the 
Tweed ring pale into insignificance. If the 
steal were of such gigantic proportions a 
year ago, before the proposition to extend 
the park one thousand feet more into the 
lake was made, of what size do you thiuk 
it now. It is over two hundred million 
dollars. Who is back of the steal? The 
Illinois Central Railroad, or the City Coun­ 
cil? I don’t know. Perhaps it is one, 
perhaps the other- peihsps both. A stretch 
of imagination may enable one to believe 
it is neither, but such a steal could not be 
accomplished without the consent of the 
City Council, and as the Illinois Central 
Railroad is commercially more interested 
in the disposition of the property than any­ 
one else, the belief that neither is interested 
can be of short life.” 
Leland is quoted in detail as to his efforts 
to maintain the lake front free from build­ 
ings, including the present exposition 
building, and the opposition he has met 
from successive city Governments for nine 
years past, intimating that there were 
monetary influences back of their opposi­ 
tion.Leland refused to give the name of the 
man who came to him. He said be was a 
well-known citizen, who came as repre­ 
senting other parties, and said: “Leland, if 
you will simply bother yourself no more 
about Lake Front Park, but remain passive 
to what is done, I can let you in on a deal 
where you will get a million dollars.” 
The matter bids fair to create a tremend­ 
ous sensation.

M antón M arble Gives H is Views on this 
Im portant Q uestion, 
N ew Y o r k . June 10th.—Mantón Marble, 
in a letter to the World, from Paris on the 
free coinage bill, says: “Any silver pur­ 
chase bill complicates the silver problem 
without solving it. Any free coiuage bill 
should be made as perfect as possible, so 
the President can more easily abstain from 
a veto, which it would be absurd to antic­ 
ipate, in order the more surely to defeat 
his party at the coming elections. Our 
silver and gold certificates are a paper cur­ 
rency so admirable that there need be no 
change in the present provisions of the 
law. The legal tender quality is obviously 
unnecessary. The existing gold monu­ 
mental monometallic coinage can pro­ 
ceed unchanged. 
Any reforgiDg of their 
lost link by free bimetallic coinage, at 
whatever ratio, will suffice them. Any 
silver legislation should adopt a coinage 
ration of 10 to 15*. midway between our 
earliest error of 1792 of 1 to 15 and our 
latest error of 1834 of 1 to 16, thus con­ 
forming to the ratio of all other great bi­ 
metallic coinages. 
The ratio retains the 
present gold dollar and requires a silver 
dollar of 400grains. I r-main of the opin­ 
ion that the concurrent withdrawal of 
greenbacks in some fixed proportion to the 
greater increase of silver certificates would 
guarantee safety to free bimetallic coinage 
at the right ratio by the United Slates, and 
Congress would be sure against hostility 
and distrust arising from unfulfilled 
pledges. The slow and steady withdrawal 
of greenbacks would not only fulfill the 
nation's pledge, but also transform all our 
paper currency into one of the best kind 
in due time, and release to private owner­ 
ship all our immense Treasury reserves, 
save an ample working balance.”

Lake Front D ecided Upon.

New York 
selling price, as reported by the bullion 
dealers, is $104*. 
The United States 
Treasury was a heavy purchaser of silver 
in the market yesterday, and secured over 
700,000 ounces, sufficient to make up its 
purchases for the month. It will, there­ 
fore. not figure in the market again until 
July.

St. P a u l, June 20th.—The trial of seven 
arrested Minneapolis census enumerators 
came up before the United States Commis­ 
sioner here this monng.

The defendants 
made affidavit that United States Commis­ 
sioner McCafferty was prejudiced against 
them. The matter was argued till the 
noon recess. 
Commissioner McCafferty 
denied the motion for a change of venue, 
aud continued the case to August 20th.

THE FILIBUSTERING PROJECT. 


President Harrison Renders a Long 
Opinion in Vetoing; an Arizoua 
Bill—Consuls Appointed. 
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HARRISON SAYS NO. 
An Arizoua County Must Not go Into 
Debt to Build a Railroad. 
W a sh in g to n, June 20th. — President 
Harrison to-day returned to the House 
wi hout his approval the bill to authorize 
the Board of Supervisors of Maricopa 
couuty, Arizona, to issue county bonds at 
the rate of $4,000 per mile in aid of the 
construction of a certain railroad. 
He says: “The bill seems to have passed 
the House under a misapprehension of its 
true scope and effect. Iu the report of the 
Committee on Territories it is said: ‘Bv 
the terms of this bill the county receives 
bonds in payment of money proposed to 
be advanced.' In fact the bill did not pro­ 
vide for the loan to be secured bv bonds, 
but for the subscription of stock. How 
far this mistake may have affected the 
passage of the bill, of course, cannot be 
known. The bill does not submit the 
question granting aid to the vote of the 
people of the county, hr confer di­ 
rect authority upon the Supervisors to 
issue bonds. It is said, however, that 
in April, 1889, an election was held to ob­ 
tain the views of the people upon the ques­ 
tion. It does not appear from any paper 
submitted to me who were the managers 
of this so-called election; what notice, if 
any. was given; what qualifications on the 
part of voters were insisted upon, if any; 
or in what form the question was pre­ 
sented. There was no law providing such 
election, it beinjt a voluntary election, of 
course, under tue management of those 
who favored the subsidy, and was con­ 
ducted without legal restraints as to voting 
or certification. I have asked for a state­ 
ment of the vote by precincts, and have 
been given what purports to be the vote at 
twelve points. The total affirmative vote 
given was 1.795, and the negative. 134. 
“But of the affirmative vote, 1.543 were 
at Phcenix and 188 at a town verv near 
Pbcenix. 
“If there were no other objections to the 
bill I should deem this sufficient, that no 
provision is made for submitting to the 
vote of the people, at an election after due 
notice, and under the sanction of the law. 
the question whether this subscription 
shall be made. 
“But, again, the bill proposes to suspend 
for this case provisions of the Act of July 
30, 1866, forbidding muuicipal corpora­ 
tions subscribing to stock, or loaning 
credit to other corporations; also forbid­ 
ding the corporation creating a debt in ex­ 
cess ot 4 per cent, of its taxable property at 
the last assessment. 
This law was'in­ 
tended to give the people of the Territories 
that protection against oppressive muni­ 
cipal debt, which was secured to the people 
of most States by constitutional limitation. 
“The wisdom of this legislation is nof 
contested by the friends of the bill, but 
they claim that the circumstances are so 
peculiar as to justify an exception. 
“I do not thiuk so. Only a belief that 
the limit is inflexible will promote care 
and economy in the administration. Mari­ 
copa county is one of great extent, and this 
great a r^ is to be taxed to construct a 
road which can, in the nature of things, 
be of advantage but to a fraction of it. 
There is no unity of interest or equality of 
advantage. It may very well be that a 
section of these lands along the line of the 
road, especially town lots in Phcenix, 
would have added value much greater 
thau the increased burden imposed, but it 
is equally clear that much property in the 
county will receive no appreciable benefits. 
“The existing bonded indebtedness of 
Maricopa county is $272,000, and the popu­ 
lation is estimated at about 12,000. It will 
be seen that the bonded debt, to say 
nothing of the floating debt, which is said 
to be small, is already largely in excess of 
the legal limit, aud it is proposed to in­ 
crease it by subscription that will cer­ 
tainly involve $200,000 and probably $250,­ 
000.“If the bill becomes a law the bonded 
indebtedness will very closely approximate 
ten per cent, of the assessed valuation of 
the property of the county. 
“The condition of things in the county 
of Yavapai, lying immediately north of 
Maricopa, and through which this road is 
also to run, while not directly affected by 
this legislation, is very instructive in this 
connection; by an Act of the Legislature 
of Arizona, passed year before last, and by 
an Act of Congress to which I have re­ 
ferred, Yavapai county was authorized to 
subscribe $4,000 per mile to this line of 
road. The total length of the road in this 
county was 147 miles, and 74 miles to Pres­ 
cott had been constructed. The Secretary 
of the Territory states ihe debt of Yava­ 
pai county at $7,630,000, and the assess­ 
ment between six and seven million 
dollars. There are seventy-three miles ot 
road yet to be built from the present term­ 
inus, Prescott, to the south line of the 
county for which Yavapai county must 
make further issue of bonds for $292,000, 
making the county debt of $855,000, or 
about 13 per ceut. upon the taxable assess­ 
ment, taking that at $6,500,00(1. and a per 
capita county debt of nearly $S5, taking 
the population at about 10,600, as stated in 
the report of the Senate committee. Surely 
no one will insist that the true and per­ 
manent prosperity of these communities 
will be promoted by loading their energies 
and their industries with this great debt. 
“1 feel the force of the suggestion that 
the freight charges now imposed upon farm 
and orchard products of Maricopa county 
are oppressive, but this bill does not afford 
much relief, even in that direction. There 
would be but one competing point, viz . 
Phoenix. At all other points on the pro­ 
posed road the people would be subject to 
the exacting of just such rates as ate de­ 
manded by other lines. If this bill con­ 
tained some effective provision to secure 
reasonable freight rates to those who are to 
be taxed to build the road, it would go 
far to secure my favorable consideration. 
"I have carefully examined the reports 
of the committees and every argument that 
has been submitted to me by the friends of 
the bill, but I cannot bring my3elf to be 
lieve that the permanent welfare of the 
communities affected by it will be pro 
moted by its passage.”

It i* Laid B efore the Cabinet, hut Ac­ 
tion on it i* W ithheld. 
W a s h in g to n . June 20th.—The report of 
Special Agent C. E. Foster, on the attempt 
to seize Lower California, was taken to the 
White House to-day by Attorney-General 
Miller and laid before 'the Cabinet, where 
its contents were considered for over an 
hour. All the members of the Cabinet 
were present except Rusk. At the conclu­ 
sion of the meeting a representative ot the 
California Associated Press met the Attor- 
nef-General, and asked him if the report 
would now be made public. He replied in 
the negative, and stated that he could not 
say when he would make its contents pub­ 
lic, if at all: After a moment’s thought he 
continued as follows : “There is really no 
news in the report that has not heretofore 
appeared in the press of the Pacific coast 
and been telegraphed Eastward. The re­ 
port is largely made up of the testimony of 
witnesses as to who were implicated.” 
"Then, Mr. Miiler, as I understand it, 
the report confirms the statement that 
there was a plot to seize Lower California, 
and that the English corporation was im­ 
plicated in it ?” 
“Yes. sir.” he replied ; “that is no secret, 
as I said before. The report ot Mr. Foster 
fully confirms the newspaper accounts of 
the plot. Of course we cannot make pub­ 
lic at present the names of our witnesses 
or what they testify to, as that would be 
giving our case away in advance.” 
The report was discussed at to-day’s ses­ 
sion of the Cabinet, but no decision was 
reached, as more time was desired in order 
to iook up certain laws or authorities on 
the subject. I cannot say when the report 
will be made public, but it will probably 
not be for some time vet. 
R e m a rk a b le Story. 
N ew Y o r k,, Jane 20th.—An Omaha 
special says: L. G. Secrest, of Hebron, 
Neb., was thrown from the tliird-story 
window of the Merchants’ Hotel, in this 
city, about 2 o'clock this morning, and 
fatally injured.

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FARM AID ORCHARD. 


THE VALUE AND THE BEAUTY OF THE 
SUNFLOWER. 


Poultry in the O rchard—Fruit a Perfect 
Food—How to Raise Turkeys— 
General Farm Notes. 


The 
sunflower is one of the 
most 
neglected of our plants, though it has 
many points of value and is really a stately, 
handsome flower when planted in the 
proper location. Sunflowers to have the 
best effect should not be planted in front 
of the house, nor in any place where in 
passing you will come directly in contact 
with them. The stately plants and flow­ 
ers show to much better advantage in the 
background, or at some distant point 
where their grandeur can be readily seen 
without having it marred with a closer 
view, which would reveal their coarseness. 
In some of the prairie or Northwestern 
States sunflowers are planted by the acre 
for the purpose of raising fuel, two acres 
being sufficient to keep a family cook- 
stove 
running throughout 
the 
year. 
W nere coal and wood is hard to secure 
and sunflowers grow to a great size, there 
is no reason why this method of obtaining 
fuel should not be resorted to. 
In Russia the seed is pressed for the oil 
which it contains, and the oil cake is used 
as food for cattle, and it is claimed by na­ 
tives to be much superior to the ordinary 
oil cake for that purpose. The leaves are 
stripped from the plants while yet green 
for the making of fodder; but it is doubt­ 
ful whether that process would pay in the 
U nit:d States, where labor is worth two 
or three times as much. Sunflowers, like 
other oil-producing plants, will quickly 
exhaust the soil unless it is very strong or 
a'fertilizer is applied. The seed should be 
planted like corn, in hills, and when the 
plants have reached the hight of a foot 
or a foot and a half they shouid be thinned 
out to one plant in a hill. To get the 
best results, the plants should then be 
cultivated like other crops until they 
have secured their growth. On the river 
front in Washington, a few years ago, the 
large flats extending out into the Potomac 
river were filled in with earth. 
Fearing 
that this would breed disease of some sort, 
the projectors of the work planted upon 
the flats vast quantities of sunflower seeds. 
These grew and flourished, making a most 
wondrous brilliant sight for passers-by, and 
it is claimed by sanitarians that their 
rapid growth and absorbing powers prob­ 
ably prevent the breeding of pestilence.— 
California Fruit-Grower. 


FRUIT A PERFECT FOOD. 
Some people are afraid to eat fruit, 
thinking that fruit and diarrhoea are al­ 
ways associated, when, if they understood 
the true cause of the diarrhoea, they would 
know that it was caused by eating meat. 
In hot weather meat putrefies very quickly, 
and during this process alkaloids are 
formed which are very poisonous, acting as 
emetics and purgatives. 
It is true that 
fruit eateu green between meals will inter­ 
fere with digestion 
and 
cause bowel 
troubles ; but use fruit at mealtime that is 
perfectly ripe and only beneficial results 
will follow. 
Acids prevent calcareous degenerations, 
keeping the bones elastic, as well as pre­ 
venting the accumulation of earthly mat­ 
ters. This is because of the solvent power 
of the acids; 
but manufactured acids are 
not harmless, as are those which nature 
has prepared for us in the various kinds of 
fruit. 
Fruit is a perfect fruit when fully 
ripe, and if it were in daily use from 
youth to age there would be less gout, gall­ 
stones and stone in the bladder. . Slewed 
apples, i>ears and plums are favorite a r­ 
ticles of diet. 
For breakfast or luncheon, 
in the dining-room or nursery, there are 
few table dishes more wholesome and more 
delicious than well stewed fruit served up 
with cream or custard. 
There are many persons, however, who 
cannot eat it on account either of the 
acidity of the fruit or the excess of sugar 
necessary to make it palatable. Sugar does 
not of tourse counteract acidity; it only 
dis.uises it, and its use in large quantities 
is ■ alculated to retard digestion. The 
hoi.- wife may therefore be grateful for 
th • '-m inder that a pinch—a very small 
pin 
—of carbonate of soda sprinkled 
ove 
the fruit previous to cooking, will 
sav. .ugar, and will render the dish at 
one- more palatable and more wholesome.

POULTRY IS THE ORCHARD. • 
Many people who live in the country 
would be glad to keep chickens if it were 
not tor the fact that they are everlastingly 
in the way, scratching up every seed and 
flower that can be planted, and without a 
restraining corral, they are sometimes 
counted among the unendurable nuisances 
of country life; but it is very desirable 
to have jKiultry of various sorts, and if it 
can be made to earn its living by destroy­ 
ing insect pests, so much the better. 
When chickens are trained from the first 
to live in the orchard, they like no place 
lietter and will lie perfectly content to 
scratch in the dirt for woruis and catch 
bugs and insects of every kind which 
come near enough to the ground. 
In this 
way small orchards especially can be 
greatly benefited. Ducks, guineas, turkeys 
and chickens are all exceedingly fond of 
bugs and worms of nearly all kinds, and 
if you watch them hunting in the or­ 
chard for a while you are sure to be con­ 
vinced that they are a most excellent de­ 
stroyer of |>ests. 
Bv this combination the 
chickens are, at least, partly fed and the 
bugs are converted into useful animation. 
It can scarcely be said that cluckens will 
injure fruit, because they will onlv j>eck 
at that which falls to the ground in a 
partly decayed or injured condition. 


HOW TO RAISE TURKEYS. 
J. B. Johnson of Mount Ashton, O., 
writing to the Cincinnati Commercial Ga­ 
zette says: 
It is just as easy to raise turkeys as it is 
to raise chickens—after you know how. 
The first thing to do is to secure good 
breeding stock, which should l>e strong, 
healthy and mature. 
It is impossible to 
raise good turkeys from stock that is weak, 
unhealthy or immature. Like begets like. 
As to the breed, the writer pre.ers the 
W hite Holland to the Bronze. They are 
not so large, but are less disposed to ram­ 
ble, and are hardier while young, thus 
making them more easily raised. The 
first eggs laid should lie set under hens. 
Those laid iater should be given to the 
turkey, when she shows a desire to sit. 
Do not crowd too many in the nest. A 
turkey will cover twenty or more, but it 
is best to give her not more than twelve. 
To prevent lice, sprinkle sulphur, lime or 
powdered tobacco in the nest. 
For the first three days young turkeys’ 
food should consist of hard-boiled egg and 
stale bread, soaked in water; after this 
they may be fed oat-meal. stale bread, 
scraps from the table, etc.; but no com­ 
inea!, as it is injurious to them. 
Do not 
neglect to give them plenty of milk, either 
sweet or clabbered. The slightest degree 
of dampness is fatal to young turkeys; 
therefore they should he coufined in coops 
on rainy days, and until the dew has 
dried ofl the grass in the morning. By the 
time they are six weeks old grasshoppers 
and other insects will lie plentiful, and 
they will l>e able to shift for themselves, 
but they should be fed at night, to teach 
them to come home to roost. 
Those that are hatched earliest may be 
marketed at Thanksgiving time. Those 
which were hatched later may be kept 
until Christmas or later, as there is a de­ 
mand for turkeys from early autumn until 


late spring. The supply of first-class tur- | 
keys has never been equal to the demand. 
Every farmer should raise a flock of tu r-1 
keys. He will find that fifty or a hundred | 
dollars derived from them will be a nice 
thing to ‘‘fa.ll back on” when the average 
crops have failed. 


REMEDY FOR CAKED UDDER. 
Following is a remedy for caked udder, 
well tried and tested, from the Jtrsey Bul­ 
letin: Take one-balf pint aqua ammonia, 
one pint soft water, one or two teaspoon­ 
fuls spirits of turpentine, one and one- 
half teaspoonful fluid extract of bella­ 
donna, one and one-half teaspoonful of 
fluid extract of hyptolacca, one and one- 
half teaspoonful of saturated tincture of 
camphor. 
Shake well and apply with all 
the elbow-grease and patience you can 
muster. Take about a teaspoonful at a 
time in the hollow of 
the hand, and 
gently, but with sufficient pressure, rub it 
into the skin of the udder until the latter 
gets dry and quite hot; support yourself 
by putting the other 
hand, with an 
occasional patting, across the patient’s 
spine. 
After having treated both sides, in frcnt 
and rear (the latter as far up as the udder 
reaches), to doses of liniment, get down 
under your cow and gently commence 
kneading the bag, taking the whole and 
afterward parts of the udder between the 
open hands, rolling the former till the 
formed lumps are crushed,occasionally milk­ 
ing the bag empty. Stop use of liniment 
as soon as coagulation disappears, but keep 
rubbing, and milk often. 
By all means 
avoid graining, feed hay only very spar­ 
ingly, give plenty of water, and keep the 
animal from getting cold. 


FARM NOTES. 
Soapsuds do good service when used on 
celery and asparagus. 
Young turkeys should be given full 
liberty now that the weather is warm. 
It may not be known to some that mut­ 
ton hams may be cured and smoked for 
winter use. 
Some dairymen get 365 pounds of butter 
per cow annually, which is a good big per­ 
centage more than the average. 
All classes of stock will need a plentiful 
supply oí water on warm days, and shade, 
also, is needed by some animals. 
“Use plenty of manure and cultivate 
well,” should be the rule for young rasp­ 
berry canes. The first year is the time to 
push them. 
The fence corners must now be looked 
after, as they are the harboring places for 
weeds and insects, being seed-beds from 
which the whole farm may be stocked 
with pests. 
Let the cows have what nice hay they 
will eat each morning before going to pas­ 
ture and keep up the grain feed.’ This 
will help to supply the nourishment the 
grass lacks. 
Lice will destroy the young chicks dur­ 
ing the warm weather unless their quarters 
are kept very clean. The large lice that 
prey on the heads and necks are the most 
destructive. 
W hether the cow will prove profitable 
or not by being given exercise is a ques­ 
tion sometimes discussed, but that she will 
keep in better health and produce milk 
more wholesome by being allowed to have 
exercise cannot be denied. 
Plaster has been found to be an excel­ 
lent fertilizer for nearly all kinds of crops, 
and the best results have been obtained 
when the plaster is mixed with stable 
manure. It not only preserves the manure 
while it is in the heap but serves to pro­ 
vide the plants with lime in a soluble 
form, as well as attracting moisture. 
The lice that infest peach trees in some 
sections have been found to be very tena­ 
cious of life, and growers should not cease 
work on the trees, with the object of rid­ 
ding the trees of the pests, by a single ap­ 
plication of the remedy, but apply it fre­ 
quently. Strong soap suds well sprayed 
on the trees is recommended as an excel­ 
lent remedy. 
To renew an old bed of strawberries 
plow between the rows as soon as the crop 
is picked, and then level the ground with 
a cultivator, following with the harrow. 
The runners will soon cover the space. 
W hen well set plow under the old plants 
and hoe frequently, so as to keep the 
weeds out. In this manner a crop can lie 
secured on the bed next season. 
Dried fruit from the present outlook is 
destined to be one of California's greatest 
future commercial products. At least it 
should be, with her climate and soil, the 
finest in the world to grow it in and the 
best to dry it in. 
It will be, if all take 
pains to make the best possible dried pro­ 
duct from the fruit and place it on the 
market in good shape, and form unions by 
which it can be shipped cheaply, and dis­ 
tributed properly where it is wanted, so 
that there be no glutted markets. 
It is more laborious to cut up the stalks 
and straw intended for the manure heap 
than to throw them in the barn-yard. But 
the labor bestowed in that manner will be 
more than compensated for by the thor­ 
ough decomposition of the matter in the 
manure heap, and the greater facility with 
which the contents of the heap may be 
handled when the period arrives for haul­ 
ing and spreading the manure on the land. 
When farmers make it a point to have all 
manure in the finest possible condition 
they will save labor and secure larger 
crops. 
When it becomes necessary to clip a 
fowPs wing to prevent it flying over the 
poultry yard fence, it is Jbest to do it in a 
workmanlike manner. 
Of course, anv 
shortening of one wing will bring the de­ 
sired result, but we think the method 
about to be described has its advantages: 
Get some one to bold the fowl; then, with 
a sharp knife, remove all quill feathers, 
except four close to the body, and the 
same number at the ends of the’wing. The 
advantage of this mode is, first, the quills 
at the tip help to keep the eggs in the nest, 
if the hen sit, and those near the body 
prevents injury by the claws of the cock, 
and the closed wing is not much disfigured 
by the loss.—Poultry World. 


THE GERMAN URIOR. 


MANY INTERESTING FACTS NOT GEN­ 
ERALLY KNOWN. 


A Good Empress. 
The Empress of Japan most evidently 
maintains a keen and kindlv interest iii 
everything that concerns the’ welfare of 
her subjects. To those who are observant 
of her good works it is evident that this 
interest is not diminished by the heavy 
tax upon her time and energies, but on 
the contrary, it increases as new and 
worthy objects for her benevolence appear. 
The latest manifestation of Her Majest r’s 
kindness «as in connection with the To­ 
kio Chari tv Hospital, where so many ]»oor 
women and children are treated. She has 
always watched the institution closely and 
bestowed upon it patronage of the most 
active anil helpful character, as well as 
contributed handsomely toward its funds. 
But as the hospital has continually ex­ 
tended its sphere of action and enlarged 
its ministrations there has been need of 
more capacious buildings and increased 
contributions. The Empress knowing this 
state of things decided to practice strict 
economy in her j>ersonal expenses and de­ 
vote whatever money that might thus be 
saved from her yearly income to the aid 
of the hospital. As tlie result of this the 
sum of 8,4-16 yen and 90 sen has lieen 
handed to Dr. Takngi by Her Majesty’s 
Chamberlain.

The Pow ers of the Germ an Union—No 
Unlimited Im perial Prerogatives 
of an Absolute Nature. 


On November 21, 1866, the Prussian 
Government extended to the Governments 
of the twenty-two allied States invitations 
for a conference, which should be held at 
Berlin, and should sit in council over a 
new Constitution of the North-German 
Confederation. 
Bismarck opened the ses­ 
sions on December 15, 1866, by introduc­ 
ing a draft of a constitution, and by em­ 
phasizing in his preliminary address what 
seemed to him most essential for render­ 
ing this union strong. 
“The German 
Union,” he said, “hitherto did not accom­ 
plish the purpose for which it was formed 
in two respects; it did not secure for its 
members the promised safety; and it did 
not free the development of Germany’s 
public weal from the fetters which the 
historic formation of the inner boundaries 
had imposed. If the new Constitution is 
to avoid these defects and the dangers con­ 
nected with them, it is necessary to knit 
the allied States more firmly together by 
establishing a uniform central manage­ 
ment of military affairs and of interna-, 
tional politics, and by creating common 
org-us of legislation in matters of common 
national interest.” 
On February 7, 1867, the conference, 
after discussing the original draft and of­ 
fering several amendments, had agreed 
upon all the articles, and resolved that the 
Constitution should, in the first confederate 
diet elected by universal direct suffrage, 
be submitted to the representatives of the 
people for approval. The elections took 
place on February 12th, and on the 24th 
of the same month King William opened 
the first session of Parliament by a master­ 
ly speech from the throne. A new party, 
which called itself 
National 
Liberal, 
formed the majority in this new legislative 
body. 
It consisted of patriotic men from 
all the states who had left the Progressive 
Liberal party of former days and sided 
with Bismarck. On March 4th Bismarck 
laid the new Constitution 
before 
the 
Reichstag, which entered upon debates 
before its final adoption of the document. 
He strongly advocated quick action, and 
declared that “it had not been intended to 
set up a theoretic ideal of a constitution, but 
to avoid the mistakes of former times, and 
to find a minimum of those concessions 
which the single States must make in favor 
of the universal commonwealth, in case 
the latter is to gain vitality.” 
“Let us 
put Germany into the saddle,” he re­ 
marked. 
“I dare say it can ride.” 
After 
forty-one amendments had been agreed 
upon, the Constitution was adopted by the 
Reichstag on April 16, 1867, and the 
amendments having met with the approval 
of the allied Governments, the document 
was officially promulgated on June 25th, 
and became law on July 1, 1867. 
It has 
remained the basis on which the first 
North-German Confederation, and after­ 
ward the German Empire, became estab­ 
lished, for the “Constitution of the Ger­ 
man Realm,” which was, after a similar 
legal procedure, promulgated on April 16, 
1871, when the southern States had joined 
the northern confederation, differs very 
slightly from the original instrument. 
The Constitution vests the power of 
legislation in two assemblies—the Bundes- 
rath (Federal Council), analagous to the 
American Senate, and the Beichstaq (Diet), 
analogous to the American House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
The Federal Council con­ 
sists of delegates from each State, appoint­ 
ed by their respective Governments. The 
Diet is elected by universal direct suffer- 
age. The Presidency (presidium) of the 
union is vested in the King of Prussia, 
who since 1871 bears in that capacity the 
title of German Emperor. He represents 
the union in its international relations; he 
declares war in the name of the union, 
but since 1871 the concurrence of the 
Federal Council is required for this pur­ 
pose, except in case of invasion; he con­ 
cludes peace, and enters into alliances and 
treaties with foreign States, but since 1871 
treaties must be ratified by both Houses if 
they deal with matters which belong to 
the sphere of confederate legislation, and 
he sends and receives embassadors. 
He is 
also chief commander of the army and 
navy. The Chancellor, who is appointed 
by the Presidency, is the Chairman and 
Moderator of the Federal Council. 
Legis­ 
lation rests entirely with the Federal 
Council and the Diet, both Houses having 
the privilege of originating bills. Con­ 
currence of a simple majority in both 
Houses is required and sufficient for the 
establishment of any law, the President of 
the union having no veto power. Prussia 
having only seventeen votes out of a 
plenum of fifty-eight in the Federal Coun­ 
cil, it is evident that the influence which 
the President can exercise is at the best 
very limited. 
The principal spheres subject to confed­ 
erate legislation are: 1. Regulations re­ 
garding Domicile, Citizenship, Passports, 
Surveillance of Foreign Residents, and 
Practices of Trade, including Insurance; 
2. Import Duties, Commerce and Federal 
Taxation; 8. Measures, Coins and Weights, 
also Issue of Paper Money; 4. Banking 
Affairs; 5. Patents; 6. Protection of Copy­ 
right ; 7. Protection of German Commerce 
abroad, of the German Merchant Marine, 
and of the German flag, also Organization 
of Consular Representation; 8. Railways 
and Highways; 9. Shipping on Rivers and 
Canals common to several States, and Reg­ 
ulation of Water Tolls ; 10. Posts and Tel­ 
egraphs ; 11. Interstate Execution of Sen­ 
tences in Civil Suits; 12. Certification of 
Public Documents; 13. Civil and Criminal 
Law and Judicil Procedure (since 1873 by 
concurrence of both houses and special de­ 
cree); 14. Military and Naval affairs; 15. 
Measures of Medical and Veterinary Sur­ 
veillance; 16. Regulations concerning the 
Press and Public Meetings. 
In all these 
subjects the Federal law takes precedence 
over the State law. 
The budget becomes 
established by law for one year’s duration, 
but common expenses may in special cases 
be grauted for more than one year. Every 
member of the Federal Council ha«, as a 
representative of State, the right of ap­ 
pearing and speaking in the Diet. 
The 
Fedeial Diet really wields the greatest 
power, and to the honor of the union it 
must be said that the Federal delegates 
have always been most competent men, 
well versed In jurisprudence and political 
economy. 
The President of the Union, though he 
ojiens, summons 
and 
prorogues 
both 
Houses every year, is only the agent of the 
I pper House. He cannot even dissolve 
the Diet without the concurrence of the 
federal Council. 
He promulgates the 
laws and supervises their execution. 
All 
his decrees regarding legislation are given 
in the name of the Union, and are coun­ 
tersigned by the Chancellor, who thereby 
becomes 
responsible. 
Throughout the 
Constitution the name Kaiserreich, equiva 
lent to the English “empire,” does not ap­ 
licar, but the Union is called “Reich,” 
which signifies simply “realm,” or ‘Com­ 
monwealth” if you will. The President 
is also uever called “Kaiser von Deutsch­ 
land,’’ or “ Emperor of Germany”—a mis­ 
leading term of alisolution—but he is 
styled “Deutscher Kaiser,” or German 
Emjieror, a mere title, which does not be­ 
long to the Hohenzollerns as a family, but 
is an attribute of every Prussian King 
who,in this capacity, becomes ipso facto 
President of the German Union, a posi­ 
tion which brings its possessor no imperial 
crown, no imperial throne as of old, no 


imperial revenues—such perquisites he 
receives only as King of Prussia—and no 
unlimited imperial prerogatives of an ab­ 
solute nature. 
Thus Bismarck made in this Constitu­ 
tion, which has been strictly observed for 
more than twenty years, important conces­ 
sions to the people. W hether it was the 
pressure of circumstances or his personal 
conviction which induced him to do so, 
does not belong to the sphere of history, 
which deals with facts, not with motives. 
At all events, he said in 1867 that he in­ 
tended now, when the proper time had 
arrived, to grant such opportunities for 
development in the direction of a liberal 
form of government as were consistent with 
the welfare of the commonwealth. In the 
first place, we notice the absence of any 
House of Lords. Secondly, we see that 
the chief power does not rest with one 
ruler, but is vested in a body of men ap­ 
pointed by the allied State Governments. 
And thirdly, we perceive that legislation, 
even in regard to the budget and to taxa­ 
tion, is no longer possible without the will 
of the people, who in this sphere, can only 
be influenced by moral persuasion.— From 
“Furst Bismarck,” in Harper s Magazine. 


“ KNOCKED HIS EYE OUT." 


Professor Bartholomew and the London 
Cab Driver. 
Professor Bartholomew, the aeronaut, is 
quite a character, says Eugene Field in the 
Chicago News. Gangling, awkward, rural, 
but fearless as a lion and as sharp as a 
tack, he hails from Burr Oak, Mich. Bar­ 
tholomew accompanied the baseball aggre­ 
gation on its tour around the world, and 
here and there he gave balloon ascensions 
that excited even more curiosity than did 
the performances of the exponents of the 
national game. 
Bartholomew has the 
misfortune to be a one-eyed man, but the 
misfortune does not occasion him much 
remorse. 
It would lie hard to find a more 
cheerful person than he. 
In Rome he 
came up to Mr. Lynch, the manager of the 
excursion party, and said: 
“ Leigh, could you lend me §30 ?” 
“ Why, I suppose so,” said Lynch. 
“ Well, I wish you could,” said Barthol- 
mew. “ It would be a great accommoda­ 
tion. Glass eyes are so darned cheap here 
that it seems as if I cught to stock up on 
them.” 
' 
Bartholomew bought §30 worth of glass 
eyes, and he carried them around with 
him in a baize bag; there were about a 
peck of them, and they rattled like so 
many marbles. 
They were not all the

The Empress Victoria, wife of the late 
Emperor Frederick of Germany, has al­ 
ways been a careful and keen-eyed disci­ 
plinarian in domestic life. 
She notices 
the slightest variation in the dress of a 
housemaid as quickly as she used to de­ 
tect a fault in her children, and punishes 
one as inexorably as the other. 
Prince 
Henry, the brother of the present Em­ 
peror, had, when a small boy, the greatest 
objection to his daily bath, and the nur­ 
sery became every morning the scene of a 
vigorous and tearful struggle, on his part, 
against “tubbing.” 
His mother tried in 
vain to persuade him that baths were in­ 
evitable, and that he must submit to them; 
but she finally gave the nurse orders, one 
morning, to let him have his own way. 
Prince Henry, confident that he 
had 
gained a remarkable victory, was exult­ 
ant, and when he set out for his morning 
walk took no pains to conceal his tri­ 
umph. He engaged in sundry taunting 
remarks to his attendants; but on return­ 
ing home he was surprised to notice that 
the sentinel at the gate did not present 
arms as he passed. 
On reaching the palace he found a sec­ 
ond sentinel equally remiss, and, knowing 
as well as any of his punctilious military 
race what was due to his rank, the little 
fellow walked up to the man and asked 
severely: 
“Do you know who I am ?” 
“Yes, hoheit,” said the sentinel, standing 
motionless.

A Valuable Gift. 
Among the many 
valuable presents 
which the King of Sweden received in his 
capacity of Protector of the Orientalist 
Congress at Stockholm was a very inter­ 
esting and ancient specimen of Chinese 
paper money. 
Dr. A. Ehrenfeldt, of 
Vienna, presented it to the King, who has 
again given it to the Swedish Museum of 
Coins. The note, which is of compara­ 
tively large dimensions, has at top an in­ 
scription of which tne following is a trans­ 
lation : “A generally valued precious note 
of the Tai Ming dynasty.” 
At each side 
is another inscription : “Precious note of 
the Tai Ming dynasty generally valid un­ 
der the heavens.” 
In the center the value 
is stated in large letters: “One kwan.” 
A kwan is equal to 1,000 raotnme, or 10 
strings with 100 momrne each. 
Below the 
words “One kwan” are represented the ten 
strings with the coins strung on. 
Below 
these is the following inscription : “On ac­ 
count of a statement of our Minister of 
Finance, permission is given to print and 
coin the Tai Ming dynasty’s precious notes, 
which are to have the same value every­ 
where as the copper coins. 
He who makes 
or uses false notes shall be decapitated, and 
he who gives up or catches the forger shall 
receive a reward of 250 silver ta e l: and he 
shall besides receive the forger’s entire 
property. T h e 
day in th e 
month 
in th e 
ye3r of the Tiung-wu period.” 
The written figures of day, month and 
year have grown so pale that they cannot 
be deciphered. 
The Tiung-wu period cor­ 
responds, however, with 136S-1399 A. D.

OLD STORIES RETOLD 


H ow Mon T ry to M ake Heroes o f Them ­ 
selves. 
(From the Forest and Stream.J 
There is a well recognized tendency 
among tellers of old stories, to rehabili­ 
tate their tales and give them an air of 
truthfulness, by assigning them to some 
familiar locality or fastening them upon 
some individual known to possess the 
traits of character they illustrate. Thus, 
many of the old stories about dogs and 
dog owners are periodically revamped and 
retold with circumstantiality of name and 
place and date, like the story told in En­ 
gland of a guardsman who evaded the 
dog muzzling law by fastening the muzzle 
on to the dog (but on his tail), the same 
thing being related in this country of Ben 
Butler. There is that venerable legend, 
related in all the ancient English works 
on sporting, of the faithful pointer or 
setter, as the case happens to be, which 
pointed its game, and the sportsman not 
coming, remained steadfastly on point, to 
be discovered long afterward a skeleton, 
still faithfully pointing the bones of the 
covey of bird’s. This very yarn, as familiar 
as -Esop’s fables, lias within the last year 
been told in the Providence, R. I., Journal, 
of a pointer dog “Leo,” owned by a well- 
known sportsman of Providence, and by 
the Atlanta, Ga., Constitution, of a" white 
pointer owned by the father of Captain 
IV. IV. Lawson, a famous hunter of Burke 
county, Ga. 
W e received the other day a copy of the 
Des Moines News, in which Judge Kava- 
nagli of that city,who is well known to be a 
dog fancier, is credited with having returned 
home with a covered basket on his arm, 
to be met at the door by his mother, who 
was told: “Mother, I have just made §25 
the easiest you ever saw.” 
Of course, the 
good lady wanted to know how and he 
said: “I have just bought a §35 dog for 
§10, and here he is,” pulling from the 
basket a bull puppy, to the disgust of his 
mother, who detests all kinds of dogs. 
This will be recognized as an old story, 
which has been current for years and 
years, and has probably been told of every 
prominent dog lover in 
the country. 
Judge Kavanagh belongs to a vast army 
of men who have made equally advanta­ 
geous dog trades. 
Very many of the “good stories” of 
hunting and fishing are told over and over 
again, each locality having its particular 
“sporting character” of whom or by whom 
the tale is related. 
An amusing illustra­ 
tion of tiiis recently came to notice. It 
was the story of the man who, while hoe­ 
ing corn or cradling wheat, saw the big 
buck in the field, chased it and captured 
it floundering in a snow-drift. 
There 
came to the Forest and Stream not long ago 
a version of this story, sent us by a Kins­ 
man, Ohio, contributor, the hero being 
“Uncle Charlie Kellogg,” who was said to 
have captured the buck in a hav-field in 
July, in the eastern part of Ohio’. 
A day 
or two after the receipt of this communi­ 
cation came another from an Ithaca, N. 
Y., correspondent, written on the same 
day, and relating the same story of a cer­ 
tain “ Uncle Dick E.,” a forty-niner of 
that town. Subsequent correspondence de­ 
veloped the fact that each of these men 
had told and retold this tale, each one 
making himself its hero. 
If the census 
takers should note all the old sportsmen in 
this country who have captured big bucks 
in July snow-drifts, the regiment of them 
would perhaps outnumber the surviving 
veterans of the Mexican war.

A B arb arou s Ju ry C ustom . 
A ltered circumstances, resulting from 
the march of progress and the development 
of civilization, should result in appropri­ 
ate changes of legislation. 
Only in the 
m atter of the adm inistration of the law do 
we stand still. 
W e have given up the 
barbarous practice of subjecting jurors, 
while deliberating, to hunger, thirst and 
cold ; why not give up th at other relic of 
barbarism, the senseless rule of unanim ­ 
ity ? 
The propriety of the rule of unanim ity 
has been a subject of grave doubt for more 
than a century. 
Emlyn, as early as 1730, 
in his preface to the second edition of 
Howell’s “State Trials,” makes an eloquent 
appeal for the abolition of the rule. 
H al- 
lam, in the supplemental notes to his 
“M iddle Ages,” designates it “a preposter­ 
ous relic of barbarism.” 
The English 
Common Law Commissioners of 1831 con­ 
demn the rule in very positive language, 
and propose th at the jury shall not be 
kept in deliberation longer than twelve 
hours, unless at the end of that period 
they unanimously agree to apply for fur­ 
ther time; aud th at at the expiration of 
twelve hours, or of such prolonged tim e for 
deliberation, if nine of them concur in a 
verdict it shall be taken. 
Dr. Francis Lieber, in his “Civil Lib­ 
erty and Self-Government,” and more par­ 
ticularly in an article in the “American 
Law Register” for 1867, is outspoken in 
his condemnation of the practice of re­ 
quiring unanimous verdicts. 
Bentham, iu 
his “ Essay on the A rt of Packing Juries,” 
says it could not have been the work of 
calm reflection, working by the light of 
experience, and calls it "no less extraordi­ 
nary than barbarous.” 
Judge Cooley, in 
his edition of Biaekstone, characterizes it 
as “repugnant to all experience of human 
conduct, passion, and understanding,” and 
further says th at "it could hardly in any 
age have been introduced into practice by 
a deliberate act of the Legislature.” 
E x­ 
Governor Koerner, of Illinois, calls it “the 
illogical unanim ity system, which has be­ 
come a great source of corruption and con­ 
sequent denial of justice.” 
In 1876, Gov­ 
ernor Carpenter, of Iowa, in a message to 
the Legislature of that State, called it “an 
antique absurdity which has too long fet­ 
tered the adm inistration of justice.” 
Iu 
the same year, a committee of the W is­ 
consin Legislature reported in favor of 
subm itting to the people of that State a 
constitutional amendment empowering a 
less number than twelve to return a ver­ 
dict. 
These few selected from innum era­ 
ble sim ilar expressions will suffice to give 
an idea of the development and strength 
of the opposition to the iron rule of unan­ 
im ity.— Sigmund Zeisler in the Forum.

HEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The Elem entary Geography of the State 
series of school text-books, is one of the 
neatest books of its class that we have seen, 
and a review of its conients will sustain 
the impression made by its general appear­ 
ance. The elem entaiy facts of geography 
such as direction, distance, natural features 
of the earth's snrface, climate, etc.. are pre­ 
sented in a novel m anner, is fresh and at­ 
tractive. 
The child is constantly called 
upon to exercise his observation in the 
acauisition of the information to be gained, 
and the book contains m any pleasing sug­ 
gestions of methods for aw akening interest 
in a study that shonld never be devoid of 
it. This feature of the work especially 
meets our views concerning the cultivation 
of the power of observation. 
Ingenious 
questions upon the maps teach the child in 
an interesting fashion to discover not only 
the location of cities, rivers, mountains, 
etc., but also the character of the climate, 
direction of the great land slopes, products, 
adaptability 
of country to agriculture, 
manufactures, commerce, 
mining, 
etc. 
This is supplemented throughout the book 
by brief, though interesting description. 
California is very fully described in its 
physical and industrial aspects, and with 
unusual clearness and vigor. Twenty-six 
pages of the book are devoted to this de­ 
scription. 
The products of the different 
counties are named on the maps in the 
locality in which they are found, so that 
the 
eye 
assists 
the 
memory 
in 
locating them. This is an excellent feature, 
The book is generously and happily il­ 
lustrated, and is in this departm ent highly 
creditable to those employed 
upon if. 
W hile a good book is first in importance, 
it is gratifying also to note ihat though this 
volume contains froui twelve to thirty 
pages more than the books of correspond­ 
ing grade heretofore used in the schools of 
this State, the cost is but 50 cents in Sacra­ 
mento, and the retail or mailing price 60 
cents, as against 75 cents for the books 
used to date. The volum e is also much 
more it o !gly bound than other ¿books of 
its kind have been. The State Board of 
Education and the Superintendent of the 
Printing Office are to be congratulated, and 
deserve the 
thanks 
of school natrons 
throughout the State for this handsome 
quarto. 
Of the “ Heroes of the Nations” series, 
edited by Professor Evelyn Abbott, Ox­ 
ford, we have from G. P. P utnam s Sons, 
New York and London, and The Bancroft 
Company, San Francisco, “ The Life of 
Nelson,” with treatm ent of the naval 
supremacy of England. 
It i9 by W. Clark 
Russell, with the collaboration of W illiam 
H. Jaques, late of the United States Navv. 
Mr. Russell is the author of “The Wreck 
of the Grosvenor" and other brilliant 
stories of the sea. 
In his “Nelson” he has 
proved him self equal to heavier work than 
fiction. Nelson was emphatically a people’s 
hero, and the story of his life has been 
very properly confided to a writer who, 
him self 
an 
ola 
sailor, 
is 
also 
a 
master 
of 
m arine description. 
Curi­ 
ously enough, no one of 
the nrevi- 
ous biographers of 
Nelson 
had' any 
personal 
knowledge 
of 
the 
sea, and 
Southey, whose memoir, slight as it is, has 
shown the most enduring popularity of all, 
was probably entirely ignorant of nautical 
m atters. Mr. Russell’s narrative, however, 
while evidently carefully studied as to the 
tacts and the history, is as breezy, and as 
biiny and as full of stirring incidents and 
dram atic situations as any of the bestol his 
stories. 
The picture rem aining in the 
m ind of the reader is that of a fiery young 
Viking, who seemed almost an anacronisin 
in this nineteenth century. 
Possibly the 
Vikings themselves 
would have found 
their expeditions more difficult if they had 
been hampered as Nelson was with slow- 
moving aud unappreciative Boards of Ad­ 
m iralty. Mr. Russell has succeeded in pre­ 
senting a very vivid picture, or series of 
pictures, of England's great sailor, from 
first experience at sea as an exceedingly 
dim inutive "m idshipm ite,” to the dram atic 
and fitting death on the quarter-deck of the 
Victory, at the trium phant close of what 
was, perhaps, the most brilliant naval suc­ 
cess in history. 
A lexander Badlam, the well-known citi­ 
zen of California, at once a man of the 
world, a business man, an investigator, a 
patron of the fine arts and a politician, bad 
never been suspected of being possessed of 
the essentials of authorship. 
But in hrs 
"The W onders of Alaska.” just issued by 
the Bancroft Company, San" Francisco, he 
has established him self as a descriptive 
writer of force and of grace. 
Mr. Badlam 
wa? for some years Treasurer of the Cali- 
fornia-Russia Fur Company, and in con­ 
stant communication with "the Alaskan re­ 
gion. H e also made an extended visit to 
the Territory. These ail vantages put in his 
way excellent opportunities to gather the 
data necessary for such abook as this. 
He 
has not only succeeded, but has given us 
more than a mere descriptive book. 
He 
has penned a thoughtful work, one of orig­ 
inality of idea, positiveness of opinion and 
vigor of expression. It is a thoroughly en­ 
tertaining book, one that instructs while it 
addresses the imagination. 
It is superbly 
illustrated, and is altogether a book that 
does credit to Mr. Badlam ’s taste, judg­ 
ment, practical views and m anly sensibili- 
ities. In the preparation of the work Miss 
Maude Isabel Badlam was editor, and it is 
iair to assume that she had considerable to 
do with the arrangem ent of the matter, 
and probably aided also in its preparation. 
Aside from its very readable character Mr. 
Bad lam's work is really a guide book, and 
to tourists will prove of especial value 
when m aking trips to the glacial zone. 
Every story, article and poem in the 
"Ladies’ Home Journal" for July has an 
outdoor flavor. 
A beautifully illustrated 
article, “ A Day with Ida Lewis,” the Grace 
Darling of America, is an authentic de­ 
scription of the home life of the famous 
heroine of Lime Rock Light-bouse. It is 
followed by "A m ateur Photography for 
Girls;’ Mary T. Hoimes gives a lovely 
"M oonlight View of Naples," while Dr. 
W illiam A. Ham m ond furnishes a most 
practical and tim ely article on "H ints for

Sheldon 
Coombes has a dainty story of Sunny 
Italy, beautifully telling of "An Untold 
Dove," while Mrs. A. D. T. W hitney, Kate 
Upson Clark and Maud Howe each fur­ 
nish parts of their novels. 
A bright Yas- 
sar girl tells of “ A G irl’s Life at College;” 
Dr. Talm age writes of sum m er pleasures 
and dangers; Edward W. Bok gives some 
"H elps to Literary Success;” The Duchess 
tells bow she wrote her first novel; Mrs. 
Mailon has five pages of practical styles in 
woman’s dress, and then follow a dozen 
more large pages each replete with some­ 
thing entertaining, useful or helpful for 
women; (433-435 Arch street, Philadel­ 
phia.)

INEQUALITIES OF TAXATION. 
The Democratic State Convention of 
Illinois the other day resolved that the 
laws should be so modified as to make 
taxes upon land less and upon personal 
property more. 
The aim of the Convention was wise, 
but its delivery was poor. That which it 
desires is not the greater taxation of per­ 
sonal property, bnt such enforcement of 
the present revenue laws as will make per­ 
sonal property bear itsdue burden of taxa­ 
tion by as full disclosure and assessment as 
obtain in the case of land. 
We may not in any State expect the 
establishment of a system of taxation so 
symmetrical as to be without fault. 
Human devices never have and never will 
attain perfection. The fact is notorious in 
California, for instance, that a large pro­ 
portion of personal property secretes itself, 
and the remainder is not taxed at its cash 
value as defined by the Constitution and 
the laws. Land, on the other hand, cannot 
be hidden, and while it may be improperly 
assessed, it cannot wholly escape as does so 
much of personal property. Herein is 
found the defect of our system, that it is 
wanting in means to comj>el the disclosure 
and the proper assessment of personalty. 
If we are to believe the assessment rolls, 
when the Assessor appears an immense 
amount of stock, money, goods, household 
furniture, articles of personal adornment, 
musical instruments, etc., either suddenly 
disappear or marvelously depreciate in 
value. Works of art lose all distinctive 
values on these occasions, and Da Vincis, 
Murrillos and Correggios’come down to the 
level of the pot boilers from the auction 
rooms. 
W e assert without fear of contradiction 
that there are hundreds of thousands of 
dollars worth of rare art works pn pri­ 
vate walls in the city of San Francisco 
that have never been listed for taxation 
except in the job lot "pictures” of the 
assessment blank, with a small lump sum 
carried out in the dollars and cents col. 
umn. But the most obscure poor man's 
lot of alley frontage rushes intd the arms 
of the Assessor and ranks itself among the 
possessions of high value. 
There is, besides, a large class of per­ 
sonal property that wholly escapes, that 
never lias representation by figures upon 
the assessment roll. This nearly always 
belongs to the rich aud the well-to-do 
classes of society, while the cheap furni­ 
ture and plain hard-wood chairs and pine 
tables and dressing-cases of the poor man 
are listed in lump sums, that iu very many 
cases would buy the whole lot aud leave a 
handsome margin. We are now, of ne­ 
cessity, speakinir in generalities, for only a 
searching inquisition could disclose the 
specific cases. 
. 
In the Slate of Ohio this fact is recog­ 
nized by the law, which oilers a high re­ 
ward for information that will lead to the 
disclosure of personal property that may 
be hidden from the Assessors, aud as a 
penalty puts a heavy additional tax upon 
such disclosed personal property. 
In 
Ohio, which, as the Jnter-Orcan asserts, is 
not twice as rich as Illinois, personal prop­ 
erty is listed to the assessed value of $520,­ 
171,094, while in Illinois, where there is 
neither reward nor penalty, hut $221,188,­ 
095 of jiersonalty is discovered by the 
Assessors. 
Such a law, though not probably the 
best that can lie devised, in operation in 
California as in Ohio would unquestion­ 
ably disclose more than $471,310 value of 
jewelry and plate in San Francisco, and 
more than 5,984 watches worth assessing, 
in that city. Sacramento claims but about 
one-ninth as great population as San Fran­ 
cisco, yet we find that her jieople, accord­ 
ing to assessment returns, carry about one- 
fourth as many valuable yratches. 
But in this single item the distinction 
between the apparent luxurious habits of 
Oakland and Alameda towns, with 60,000 
population, and their people carrying 7,425 
watches, as against 5,984 carried by the 
330,000 inhabitants of the metrojiolis, is 
something amazing. 
If we go into a further examination we 
find that every piano in Sacramento is 
assessed $13 in excess of piano valuations 
in Alameda; that Sacramento with one- 
ninth of the population of San Francisco) 
is assessed for one-fifth, plus, as many fire­ 
arms as the metropolis, aud for about 
double the number owned in Alameda 
county, with nearly twice as many |>eople 
within her bounds, while El Dorado, with 
her few hundred people, pays as heavy a 
tax, in gross, on such implements as Ala­ 
meda with twelve times the population. 
It is ludicrously abenrd to suppose as 
the assessment roll declares is fact, that 
the harness, robes, saddles, etc., in Ala­ 
meda are worth but $18,652, while like 
projierty in Sacramento is found to the 
the value of $58,765, and that in all San 
Francisco such goods are worth hut $121,­ 
287. That there are discovered in San 
Francisco only about twice the number of 
vehicles that are fouud in Sacramento is 
ridiculous, hut is made apparently true by 
the official records, while the value of all 
the equipages iu the metropolis exceeds 
the value of those in Sacramento by but 
about two-thirds. 
But these are the mere fringes of absurd­ 


ities that a casual glance at the records 
disclose. That personal property escapes 
taxation largely, and that there is there­ 
fore an undue burden cast upon land is 
undeniable. It is asserted that the real 
estate of California is paying nearly four- 
fifths of all the taxes, because there is not 
a fair disclosure nor a just assessment of 
personal property, unless we except that 
possessed by the poor, which, for obvious 
reasons, is less liable to escape or to be un­ 
der-valued. 
As to what remedy should be applied to 
meet such injustice, and whether assess­ 
ment of personal property as inquisitorial 
and should cease, or whether there should 
be adopted more stringent and severe 
measures to enforce disclosure of personal 
property and to secure assessments at its 
true valuation, or whether, if assessment of 
personalty should be abandoned, taxation 
upon estates, income taxes and high liquor 
taxes should be substituted—these are ques­ 
tions which should receive immediate aud 
thoughtful attention, and some system 
should be devised which would not put 
tht whole burden of taxation upon the 
]>oor man and the farmer. 
If no other 
method can be found a law should be 
passed providing that in case of loss by fire 
the owner should not recover for personal 
property a greater amount than that tor 
which such property is assessed. The fact 
exists that the greater portion of the bur­ 
den of taxation now falls upon those least 
able to pay, while the rich escape their 
just proportion. 
A remedy should be 
found speedily and applied in earnest. 


A CASE OF DISHONESTY. 
The distinction between honesty and 
dishonesty is by some'so finely drawn that 
the severest moralist and most astute 
logician cannot discover it. The agency 
of the Methodist Book Concern of North 
America has gone into the business of 
booming a rattle-trap compilation of Afri­ 
can travel and exploration, that is put 
forth in a way to deceive the public—or, 
at least that portion not well posted as to 
the tricks of the book trade, into the be­ 
lief that the work substantially covers the 
travels of Stanley. Now, as a matter of 
fact, it is a case of cool and unblushing 
robbery, which the Methodist Church must 
repudiate. If it excuses it, it will apolo­ 
gize for a clear steal. 
The simple, unsophisticated and fair- 
dealing man will he able to see that anv 
hook of that character thrown upon the 
market at this time is intended to net 
profits arising out of the public interest 
in Mr. Stanley’s heroic adventures. He 
has returned from a perilous journey, that 
has resulted in great benefit to geographi­ 
cal science, and generally to humanity. He 
sits down to write up his travels and send 
his MS. to print in good shape. Clearly 
this is his human and exclusive right, and 
it is nothing less than thievery for any 
one to compile a hook that will in any way 
supplant Mr. Stanley's by glutting the 
market and thus limiting the ability of the 
people to buy Stanley’s volume, when it 
does appear. Under proper international 
relations this could not he done—in its ab­ 
sence piracy of another’s literary propertv 
is ligitimate ; hut onlv legitimate because 
there is no law affixing a penalty for the 
crime. Indeed, we incline to the belief 
that there is greater dishonesty in putting 
out a book at this time to sell on the 
strength of Stanley’s safe return, that does 
not purport to be written by him, hut that 
does purport to tell all about the equatorial 
region of the Dark Continent, than in 
issuing a book that purports to be the 
genuine Stanley volume, but which is 
counterfeit. The one act is rank decep­ 
tion, the other is half disguised cheat, and 
a sort of pious fraud that is as mean as it 
is dishonorable. 
But iu the case of the Methodist Book 
Concern the book is called,or is advertised 
as “The New Stanley Book.” M’hat is 
this hut cheat? That is not all. the com­ 
pilation does not give credit to the sources 
from which it is stolen, it is therefore 
a mean theft. "Worse yet, it is so grossly 
Indecent in its nude illustration that a re­ 
putable journal declares that no decent 
man will put it into the hands of his 
children. Yet a religious organization 
fathers it ? Not long’ago the New York 
Times charged the Methodist Book Con­ 
cern with all these things, and especially 
with the immodesty of the book. There­ 
upon the Christian Adrocate took up the 
defense of its colleague, the Book Con­ 
cern. But it had not one word to say 
about the nude pictures, uor any reply to 
make to the charge that in an earlier edi­ 
tion there \iere sixteen wood cuts so gross­ 
ly vulgar, that from the religious edition 
they have been omitted. 
Concerning the charge of piracy the 
Christian Adrocate says in reply to the 
Times. 
Like all compilations, the author got his facts 
somewhere, though quoting from many sources, 
condensing. and paraphrasing, hut did not in­ 
fringe copyright Whether a good, bad, or in­ 
different book, we do not say, that i« a matter 
of literary criticism; but it is not ‘plain theft.’ 
1 wo-thirds of it were written before Stanley 
emerged, and what he said abont his last tour 
is not tilehed from copyright matter, American 
or foreign. 
So, so; then had there been copyright 
protecting the originals the Book Concern 
would have been estopped. 
But because 
there is no copyright is it any less steal" 
ing to take that which you do not own, or 
create, and palm it off for a profit? Is it 
not clear to every one that had not Stan­ 
ley been engaged on a liook of travels for 
his own profit, or had he not by his trav­ 
els and courage and indexible will accom­ 
plished so much, the Methodist Book 
Concern would not have issued a book on 
African travel illustrated by pictures of 
naked men and women, or otherwise ? 
Is it not clear to every man and woman 
who believes in fair play and open-faced 
honesty that it is Mr. Stauley's human 
right to have the profit of his book with­ 
out anv shearing by substitutes that are de­ 
ceitful in that they lead many to take the 
false for the true? Is it any more honest to 
compile, print and sell a book on the 
strength of Stanley's capital, than it 
would be if one had invented a mechanical 
device of great value, for another, by 
trickery, should “get iu” ahead of him 
aud oust him from the privilege of profit­ 
ing by his genius? We shall expect the 
Methodist Church to rise up and repudiate 
the moral code of its Book Concern—it 
cannot afford to condone its offense, and at 
the same time preach that honesty is a 
basic law of true life. 


As w e anticipated i n the remarks made 
upon the subject the other day, the A ttor' 


ney-General has replied to the inquiry of 
the Executive, that slogging matches can 
be suppressed under the State law, and 
that no municipality has a right to license 
that which the statute condemns and for­ 
bids. He agrees with the Governor, also, 
that this ring-fighting craze is disgraceful 
and demoralizing, and that it is clearly in 
violation of the law for any one to fight 
ring fights, or for any one to witness or aid 
such contentions. He promises to instruct 
the District Attorneys of the counties to 
enforce the laws against prize-fighting. 
It is shameful that it should ever be neces­ 
sary for the chief law officer of the State 
to remind county officers of their duty in a 
matter of such plain sailing as this, of 
suppressing the crime of prize-fighting. 


T h e dispatches announce the appoint­ 
ment of H. M. Stanley as Governor-Gen­ 
eral of the Congo State. If the report is 
confirmed and Stanley accepts, it will mean 
the extinction of the slavery trade very 
speedily, and the up-building of the Congo 
section with great rapidity. Stanley, of 
all men, is best fitted for the office, since 
none better or so well understand the char­ 
acter of the people to be governed.

A short tim e ago H on. Grove L. J o h n ­ 
son, of this city, addressed a letter to C. P. 
H un tin g to n , President of th e Southern 
Pacific C om pany, in w hich he called Mr. 
H u n tin g to n 's attention to the statem ents 
recently published as em anating from him 
to the effect th at th e railroad com pany is 
out of politics. 
Mr. Johnson, in his letter, 
stated that certain people in this city had 
claim ed the right to represent th e com pany 
in politics aud to express its views, and he 
asked Mr. H untin g to n directly w hether 
the published statem ents could be relied 
upon. 
H e also inquired of Mr. H u n tin g ­ 
ton w hether any person in Sacram ento is 
authorized to speak for th e com pany in 
politics, or to iutluence in anv m an n er the 
opinions or actions of its em ployes. 
In response to his letter Mr. Johnson re­ 
ceived from M r. H untington the follow ing 
com m unication, w hich we deem of suffi­ 
cient general interest t publish:

New Y'ork, June 12,1890. 
7/an. (rrore L. Johnton, Sacramento, Cal.—My 
D ear s ir : I am iu receipt of your favor of June 
2d, and fiave noted its couteuts w ith attention 
and thanks for your candor. 
I take pleasure in 
answ ering your inquiry w ith equal trankness, 
know ing m il well the spirit th at m ust have an ­ 
im ated it. 
Whilst 1 was m uch pleased to hear 
from one of Sacram ento s oldest aud most re­ 
spected citizens, I regretted to learn, as I do 
lrom your letter, th a t certain oí the employes of 
the Southern Pacific Company are spending 
m uch of th eir tim e iu the endeavor to advance 
the interests of a certain party. This is ah 
w rong aud will not be tolerated by the com ­ 
pany, every oilicer aud em ploye of w hich is re­ 
ceiving a salary for his careful attention to its 
prosperity, aud for nothing else. 
egleeUng th at interest 
from the com pany's 


interests and . 
W hen we find" them ne; 
they w ill he dismissed from 
service. 
It is an annoying fact, and I am verv sorry 
to say th at the Southern Pacific Company has 
been used quite too long, aud by those who 
knew oetter, as an instrum ent to advance the 
personal iuterests oi individuals. I he Southern 
Pacific com pany was not created for s u c h a 
purpose, but lor the legitim ate business of 
transi>orting persons and property, and th a t for 
ail parties and creeds alike. It has often been 
diverted; from this legitim ate use. but those 
who did it, or perm itted it to be done, knew 
that it was a great and iuexcusable wrong. 
But 1 trust th at is all past now, and if its Presi­ 
dent can prevent the returu of such a condi- 
tiou oi aflairs it w ill not occur hereafter. 
It gives me pleasure to he able to sav that 1 
believe no corporation in Am erica has’ in its 
em ploy truer or better'm en, m en more loyal to 
the corporate interests th at they represent, than 
the employes of the ¡southern Pacific Company, 
hut 1 regret to say that there are a few who 
have beeu kept upon the pay-rolls, aud paid 
with the money of the corporation, to serve in­ 
dividuals, when the doing of It was against the 
best iuterests not only of the com pany itself, 
hut of the elate, aud oue partv particularly in 
Sacram ento has m ade him seli very prom inent 
iu his efforts to influence w hat is known as the 
‘‘railroad vote.'' 
I do not wish to be under­ 
stood as believing that our em nloyes should 
not appreciate the great po litical' questions of 
their tim e and country, or that they should not 
exercise the light of sufl'rage according to the 
dictates of their consciences, (in the contrary. 
I hold th at every Am erican citizen who has a 
vote should cast it for the party w hich repre­ 
sents to him the best and most honest princi­ 
ples of governm ent aud lor the m en whom he 
conscientiously considers to be the most able 
and earnest iu carrying out those principles and 
most courageous and unflinching in th eir ad­ 
herence to them . By so doing every em ploye 
of the Southern Pacific Company will not in­ 
jure but best serve the interest of 'the corpora­ 
tion w hich he in part represents, for the South­ 
ern Pacific Company asks from the people noth­ 
ing but the consideration and fair treatm ent 
th at is due to any other organized body of its 
citizens, and 1 believe th at so long as the corpo­ 
ration does its duty by the people as a sim ple 
carrier of th eir persons and property w ithout 
unjust favor to one over the other by reason of 
any undue influence w hich it may have the 
power to exert, it w ill in turn secure the appro­ 
bation and the protection of all good m en. 
This is the policy m arked out for the future 
by the directing officers of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and this policy, and this onlv, will 
be acceptable to. vours sincerely.

T he T rustees have the rig h t to condem n 
street aw nings that endanger th e lives of 
people, and they have th e sam e undoubted 
right -to condem n and have rem oved all 
th at endanger tbe city from fire. 
It is w orthy of note th at m any property- 
ow ners on the business streets are rem ov­ 
ing th eir aw nings th at have not been con­ 
dem ned, siruplyfthrough a spirit of public 
enterprise.

AN OLD BEAR STOEY. 


ToI<l T h ree H u n dred T ears B e to re “ B illy ” 
H a m ilto n ’s T im e. 
The Forest and Stream has been tracing 
back the old story of the American pio­ 
neer who fell into a hollow tree and es­ 
caped by hanging on to the tail of a bear 
which had descended the hollow, bear 
fashion, backward. The Forest and Stream 
finds that the story is more than a hun­ 
dred years old as told in this country, and 
it adds: 
“ When and where the tale was first told 
cannot be surmised; but there is an ancient 
variant of it which dates back to a period 
when it is certain that while there were 
hollow tree stubs by the score and bears 
galore, there was not in all the unbroken 
forest of this North Amerian continent a 
singla white man to fall into the one or to 
be pulled out by the other. 
While Cortez 
was conquering Mexico there dwelt at 
Lake Como in Italy a certain Bishop Pau- 
lus Jovius, who, from all accounts, were 
he living in these days, would be an excel­ 
lent type of the “ true sportsman.” 
He 
was catholic in his tastes, a great lover of 
nature, and one who believed in getting 
his share of all the good things there were 
in life for a man in the years from 1473 to 
1550. 
His chief literary labors were the 
writing of eulogistic biographies of the 
great men of the time, who sent their por­ 
traits to adorn his elegant home. 
But he 
did not disdain to lighten his books with 
an occasional anecdote; and his writings 
prove him to have been a gentleman, a 
scholar and a good judge of bear stories. 
And here, told by Paulus Jovius three 
hundred years and more ago, we find a 
tale given him by one Demetrius, an Em­ 
bassador to Rome, which is decidedly the 
best, because briefest, wittiest and quaint­ 
est of all the stories of the man in the hol­ 
low tree. 
It was translated from the orig­ 
inal Latin by a writer of the last century 
thus: 
“ A neighbor of mine, searching in the 
woods for honey, slipped- down into a 
great hollow tree and there sunk into a 
lake of honey to the breast, where, when 
he had stuck fast two days, calling and 
crying out in vain for help (because no­ 
body in the meanwhile came nigh that 
solitary place)—at length, when he was 
out of all hope of life—he was strangely 
delivered by means of a great bear, which, 
coming thither about the same business 
that he did, and smelling the ’hoqev 
(stirred with his striving), clambered up 
to the top of the tree and then began to 
let himself down backward into it. The 
man, bethinking himself, aud knowing 
that the worst was but death (which in 
that place he was sure of), beclipt the bear 
fast with both his hands about the loins, 
and withal made an outcry as loud as he 
could. 
The bear, being thus 
suddenly 
aflrightened (what with the handling and 
noise), made up again with all speed pos­ 
sible ; the man held and the bear pulled, 
until with main force he had drawn Dun 
out of the mire. And then, being let go, 
away he trots, more afeared than hurt, 
leaving the swain in a joyful fear.” 


H ow to D ress a B ab y. 
A baby should be warmly dressed but 
not incumbered with clothing. 
When it 
prespires freely it is too warm and is likely 
to take cold if the air happens to be colder 
than usual or it is exposed to a draught. 
On the other hand a great deal of vitality 
is wasted in the eflbrts of nature to keep 
the body warm if it is not protected with 
sufficient clothing. 
A young baby should have a flannel 
hand long enough to go twice arouud it. 
Be very careful not to put it on too tight, 
and fastened it with small safety pins. On 
this put a long-sleeved cashmere shirt, but­ 
toned all the wav down the front. No one 
who has used an open shirt will ever re­ 
turn to the old-fashioned kind that have 
to be put on over the head. Next comes a 
long flannel petticoat, or pinning blanket, 
sewed to a cotton wasit, and over that a 
loose white slip. Two napkins, one of cot­ 
ton the other of swan’s-down or flannel, 
1 should lie used. 
Twilled cotton is the 
| softest, most absorlient material for nap­ 
; kins. Some mothers prefer linen diaper, 
■ hut it does not retain the moisture as well 
; as the cotton. 
A knitted blanket, or an embroidered 
cashmere one, can be wrapped around the 
b aby unless the weather is very warm. It 
is always safe to use one when it is carried 
t'rom one room to another, to protect the 
head from draughts. 
Little knitted socks 
keep the feet warm and add much to its 
; comfort. 
i 
Do not be afraid of fresh air. Open the 
window and provide artificial heat suffi- 
! cient to keep the room at a temperature 
! of (3SC. 
Do not let the air blow directly 
¡ upon the child. 
A screen placed near the 
i window, or a strip of flannel pinned iu 
j front of the opening, will prevent this. 
Take the baby into the open air every 
I pleasant day, putting on sufficient clothing 
j to keep it warm. 
Do not trust it in 
¡ baby carriage with a young girl whose 
¡ carelessness might injure it for life. 
Always dress and undress a young baby 
j by an open fire. 
If it cries during the day 
| unpinning its foot blanket and warming 
! its feet will sometimes quiet it.— Ladies 
: Hotne Journal.

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UNSEASONABLE DEEK-SLAYI8G. 


H 3W GAME IS “ PBOTECTED" IK SOME 
MOUNTAIN COUNTIES. 


.S u p ervisors W h o S eem to H a v e N o Con­ 


cep tio n o f th e S pirit o f th e L aw 


to P ro tect G am e. 


A correspondent of the R e c o r d - U n io s , 
writing from Bartlett Springs, Lake county, 
under date of June 16th, says: 
‘‘The hunters are killing deer right and 
left here. They claim that the Supervisors 
have the right to fix the game laws to suit 
each county. 
I believe they changed the 
season so that the close season ends the 
1st ot June. Please let us know through 
the columns of the R e c o r d U n io n if such 
is the law. It is a burning shame that any 
kind of game should be killed before the 
1st of July, particularly deer or doves.” 
Section 4046 of the Political Code, in pre­ 
scribing the powers and duties of Boards of 
Supervisors, says they may ‘‘make regula­ 
tions for the protection of game,” etc., and 
that ‘‘when such regulations are made 
* * * the laws of the State for the pro­ 
tection tbereof (game and fish) are sus­ 
pend d in such county.” 
It depends, perhaps, on how this section 
should be construed, as to whether or not 
Boards of Supervisors have the power to 
shorten the close season for game, or, in 
other words, to permit its destruction at 
an earlier date than prescribed by the 
State law. The latter fixes the date of the 
commencement of the open season at July 
1st for deer, which is certainly as early as 
deer should be killed—too early, in fact, as 
many of the fawns are then quite small. 
The section quoted says that Supervisors 
may make special regulations for the "pro­ 
tection” of game in their counties, but it 
does not give them authority to make 
special regulations for the destruction of 
game. To permit the killing of deer be­ 
fore the 1st of July and after the 1st of 
November means nothing less than license 
to destroy that species of game, and if a 
test case were made it is doubtful if the 
Supervisors of Lake county could justify 
their action in the Courts. 
It has been of little moment to Lake 
county in the past, however, whether or 
not there were any such thing as game laws 
in existence. 
It is a notorious fact that 
m arket and hide hunters have killed deer in 
that county at any and all seasons of the 
year, and that the local officials have been 
too cowardly to interfere. 
The Super­ 
visors might just as well have declared that 
deer could be killed in January and Febru­ 
ary as in June for all the effect the latter 
restriction has in preventiug the indiscrim­ 
inate slaughter of that species of game in 
Lake county, where any law on the sub­ 
ject would be utterly ignored. 
Lake county aspires to become a popu­ 
lar resort for pleasure-seekers, tourists and 
travelers, and yet her officials have not had 
the foresight to see and appreciate the fact 
that when the deerin her forests shall have 
been exterminated by a few lazy hunters, 
and the trout streams robbed of their 
fishes, Lake county will have no more 
charms for pleasure-seekers than are now 
possessed by Contra Costa, or the sand 
dunes of the San Francisco peninsula. The 
time was, a few years ago, when Lake 
county was a perfect sportsmen’s paradise. 
Her hills and dales were well supplied with 
deer and other large game, while her moun­ 
tain streams fairly teemed with the choicest 
of brook trout; and men traveled hun­ 
dreds of miles for the pleasure of hunting 
in her forests or whipping the brooks with 
rod and line. Where now are the glories 
of those forests and streams? Who ever 
hears of anybody nowadays going to Cobb 
valley, or Big valley, to get a day or two of 
sport with the trout? 
The truth is, the officials of that county 
—like those of many other mountain coun­ 
ties—have paid no heed to the game laws. 
They have allowed the deer and other 
game to be slaughtered for their pelts, and 
the streams to be robbed of their precious 
wealth, until now Lake county has little 
left to attract the tourist but her pictur­ 
esque mountain scenery. If the Super­ 
visors of that county really desire to pro­ 
tect wbat fish and game they have left, 
and to have the supply increased, let them 
do as E, Dorado has done—prohibit the 
killing of deer at any season for a term of 
years—and then let them see that the laws 
regarding trout protection are respected. 


RELIEVED OF DOUBLE TAXATION. 


S e ttle m e n t o f a L ong D isp u te O ver a 
C ounty B ou n d ary L in e. 
F ¡rutera living along Dry creek, on the 
sou 
ern boundary of this county, have 
fo- 
uany long years been compelled to 
subm it to double taxation, both San Joa­ 
quin and Sacramento counties collecting 
taxes of them, each claiming a certain 
strip of territory embracing some 800 acres 
in that locality. San Jocqnin has laid 
claim to the land up to the northern 
branch of Dry creek, on the assumption 
that it was the main creek, while Sacra­ 
mento has held that the .-outhem branch 
was the main creek and the true boundary 
line. 
Recently County Surveyor Boyd, by di­ 
rection of the Board of Supervisors of Sac­ 
ramento, made a survey of that locality 
jointly witli tlie Surveyor of Ban Joaquin 
county, and they agreed that the southern 
branch was the maiu one. and heocethat itis 
the boundary line The Government survev 


establishes Dry Creek as the line between 
the two counties, and how San Josquin 
had ever managed to maintain a claim to 
the land north of the main creek is a mys­ 
tery, as there has never been any real 
ground for doubt as to which of the streams 
was the main one. 
By the recent survey some 800 acres, em­ 
b racin g cbiifly the lands of R S. Swift 
and S. Prouty, will come within the Sacra­ 
mento line. There is some talk of suits 
beiug commenced by the property-owners 
who have paid taxes to both counties to 
recover from San Joaquin the sums paid 
to that county, but it is thought that the 
farmers will be satisfied to know that 
henceforth they are to pay but one tax per 
year.

T rapp an d R o ssi S ecu re a C on tin u an ce o f 
T h eir C ases. 
The trials of Peter Rossi and B. A. Trapp, 
charged with conducting their saloons after 
the Trustees had revoked their licenses, 
took place in the Police Court yesterday. 
G. G. Davis represented the defendants. 
Officer Lowell and Chief of Police Drew 
testified that they had seen the saloons of 
the defendants open several times since 
Monday last, when the licenses were re­ 
voked. 
They could not say positively, 
however, that any liquor was sold, but the 
places presented the appearance they al­ 
ways did while carrying on business. 
Tax Collector Putnam testified that he 
issued licenses to the defendants. That of 
Rossi would not expire until July 1st, and 
Trapp’s on September 1st. Neither had 
been given new licenses since the Trustees 
revoked the old one. 
City Auditor McKee read that portion of 
the minutes of the Trustees’ proceeding on 
Monday, where they ordered the Chiet of 
Police to close the two places. 
After the prosecution rested, Mr. Davis 
moved that the cases be dismissed on the 
ground that the prosecution had failed to 
show that any liquor was sold by either of 
the saloonkeepers, since the 
order 
of 
the Trustees. 
Although Chief of Police 
Drew bad testified that Trapp had told him 
he proposed to conduct his business as 
usual, there was no positive testimony that 
he had done so, and the defendant, if 
placed upon the stand, might deny the 
statement. 
Judge Buckley said the case was an ex­ 
ceedingly important one—probably more 
so than any other similar matter' which 
was ever brought before him. He thought 
the fact that the two saloons were open 
was sufficient evidence that business was 
being carried on as usual, and besides he 
did not wish to dismiss the cases on such a 
technicality, as that was not the real ques­ 
tion or point in issue. 
City Attorney Hart read the ordinance 
under which the complaint was drawn, 
and asked for a conviction. 
Counsel for the defendants asked that 
they be discharged, o d the grounds that 
the action of the Trustees was in violation 
of the provisions of the Constitution and 
repugnant to the laws of California. 
Arguments were made on both sides, 
alter which counsel for the defendants 
asked for a continuance until Tuesday, that 
be might look up authorities and present 
them to the Court. 
The continuance was granted, hut Judge 
Buckley stated that he could just as well 
render bis decision right away. He be­ 
lieved the importance of the "matter de 
manded that there should be a decision by 
the Court of last resort, thereby intimating 
that he would convict the defendants. 


EQUINE DISEASES. 


V eterin ary S u rgeon s D ecla re th a t G lan ­ 
d ers is R ap id ly on th e In cr ea se. 
At a meeting of the California State Vet­ 
erinary Medical Association, held in San 
Francisco on the 13th, veterinary surgeons 
from all parts of Northern California re 
ported that the glanders is increasing to an 
alarming extent, especially in San Fran­ 
cisco, where the disease is spreading rap 
idly. 
Farmers and speculators that frequently 
purchase old and worn-out animals, think­ 
ing them suitable for slow work, should 
have the animals thoroughly examined by 
a competent veterinary surgeon before pur­ 
chasing, less they should suffer serious loss 
by turning such animals to pasture with 
other stock. 
The report showed that roaring among 
horses had also made ranid progress. Dr. 
Burns of San Francisco, Veterinary Exam­ 
iner for the tire department, reported (hat 
out of eighteen horses examined thirteen 
were roarers. 
This large percentage was considered due 
to neglected epizootic. Farmers unthink­ 
ingly breed to 6tallions that are roarers, 
and as the disease is notoriously hered­ 
itary, they thus do themselves serious in­ 
jury financially.
